V overpass could raze 16 buildings

A CTA project announced Thursday would 
create an elevated bypass north of the Bel- 
mont station to speed Brown, Red and Purple 
Line trains through that area. 

About 150,000 rides go through the inter- 
section north of the Belmont stop every day, 
creating a bottleneck that causes tens of thou- 
sands of delayed trains during rush periods 
each year. More than 40 percent of weekday 
trains wait as long as three minutes for signal 
clearance, the CTA said. 

The transit agency estimates it would cost 
$320 million to create the bypass and rebuild 
northern Red Line tracks. The CTA is seek- 
ing federal funds for this project, which may 
require the CTA to acquire 16 buildings north 
of Belmont Avenue for construction. 

The CTA is not sure how service would be 
affected as it creates the bypass. The start of 
construction depends on when the money is 
secured. 

The bypass is one of three Red Line initia- 
tives the agency announced Thursday The CTA 
said it also will move forward on a study of the 
environmental impact of extending the Red 


Line to 130 th Street. On Wednesday the agency 
said it plans to rebuild stations and tracks be- 
tween the Wilson and Bryn Mawr stops. 

Work on rebuilding the four Red Line 
stops and accompanying track between Law- 


rence and Bryn Mawr would begin in 2017 at 
the earliest, the agency said. The Wilson stop 
is being overhauled in a $203 million project 
expected to begin this year. 

Rebuilding the Sheridan stop would not be

a part of this phase of North Side work, the 
CTA said, but would be part of future mod- 
ernization. 

On the South Side, the CTA is moving for- 
ward to finish the study of the environmen- 
tal impact of extending the Red Line south 
of 95th Street, the agency said. Plans include 
building new stations near 103rd, iiith, ii6th 
and 130th Streets. That project is estimated to 
cost $2.3 billion.

Obama releases stats, 
defends health care law 


WASHINGTON President Obama delivered a 
vigorous defense of his signature health care 
law Thursday, saying private insurance enroll- 
ment xxnder it has reached 8 million people 
and faulting Republicans for failing to agree 
with him that “this thing is working.” 

The White House separately offered up 
statistics showing that 28 percent of those 
who signed up are between the ages of 18 and 
34 years old. 

Administration officials have previously 
talked about achieving a level of 38 percent 
of people in that age range, to give insurers a 
strong mix of healthier members whose pre- 
mium payments help offset the cost of older,

Don’t expect the 
Bulls to change In 
the playoffs— or 
buy extra tickets

These Bulls seem ready for anything. 

After the loss of Derrick Rose and the 
Luol Deng trade, the fact that the Bulls 
are entering the playoffs with home-court 
advantage shouldn’t be a surprise, but a 
testament to the hard work and resilience 
of the players and coach Tom Thibodeau. 

The success the Bulls have enjoyed the 
past four regular seasons— oftentimes 
shorthanded— can be attributed directly 
to the framework Thibodeau estab- 
lished. That said, it is the players’ job to 
execute, and that execution is a byprod- 
uct of each player’s routine. 

RedEye picked the Bulls’ brains about 
their approaches to the playoffs.

“I think the attention to detail is more thorough in preparation 
for the opposing team. Personally, you still go through your 
routine. You still lift, still get treatment and massages, still try 
and get shots up on a routine basis, still try and eat the same 
time before pregame. You try to eliminate as many distrac- 
tions as possible. A lot of people want to come to the playoff 
games. It’s a lot easier when you can get someone to handle 
that for you. Other than that, it’s the same routine.”

“Team-wise, it changes because you have more days [be- 
tween games] to prepare for who you’re going to play multiple 
times. Sometimes you have two, three days to really hone in and 
prepare. ... The nice thing about the playoffs is there are no back- 
to-backs. Other than that, I try to keep [my routine similar].” 


n TAJ GIBSON 5th-year forward 
“You just have to shut everybody out. 
You have to turn your phone off, change your 
number, ignore a lot of people, stay away from 
distractions; that’s what I learned. Distractions 
kill you as far as ticket [requests]. You have to 
just focus on your team and your game. 

“[My first postseason] was tough. We 
played against the No. 1-seeded Cleveland 
Cavaliers, when they had LeBron [James] 
and I didn’t really know what to expect. I 
didn’t really know how hard you have to 
play, how precious every possession is. It 
was just one of those things I had to learn 
from. Over the years, I’ve learned more and 
more. It’s just about playing hard, knowing 
your assignments, the person you’re guard- 
ing and really getting into the books and 
into game film. It’s important.”

Just 
15 months later, 
he’s back with the 
“Paranormal Activity”- 
spoofing ‘A Haunted 
House 2,” which seems 
to exist solely to shoot 
for a lower rating. 

Malcolm (Wayans) moves into a beautiful 
residential neighborhood with his girlfriend 
(faime Pressly) and her two children. Obvi- 
ously, hauntings begin to spring up all over the 
property And what do ya know, his possessed 
ex-girlfriend Kisha (Essence Atkins) from ‘A 
Haunted House” and her demon brain have 
returned to make matters even worse. 

We soon learn that a creepy wooden doll 
left in the house by previous tenants holds 
supernatural powers and is slowly wreaking 
havoc on Malcolm and his family It’s also

not long before Malcolm begins having sex 
with the doll in a dozen different positions, 
leaving the audience gasping in confusion 
and disgust. 

Those laughing— I’m assuming— were 
watching YouTube videos on their phones at 
the time. 

The movie’s “found” footage supposedly 
comes from 20 separate security cameras, 
cellphones and webcams, which Malcolm 
reviews nightly As a video editor. I’m overly 
critical about how ridiculous of a concept 
that is, but I let that slide. 

What I couldn’t push past, though: the 


mundane, immature bathroom humor. The 
cheapest way for a comedian to get laughs— 
or just a reaction in general— is to defecate 
on something. And Wayans certainly doesn’t 
hold back. Splice in jokes about African 
Americans who love fried chicken, Mexicans 
as skilled landscapers and priests molesting 
children, and you’ve got the full range of this 
movie’s comedic brilliance. 

Co-stars Gabriel Iglesias and Affion 


Crockett, two of my favorite funny people 
to watch on YouTube, could have provided 
a bright spot, but ‘A Haunted House 2” 
doesn’t utilize what makes them individu- 
ally funny, and their performances are pain- 
fully forced. 

The whole thing felt like a 90 -minute 
YouTube spoof without the time bar at the 
bottom. If it had been, I would have been 
glancing at it every few seconds.

When self-described 
“railway enthusiast” 
Eric Lomax (Colin 
Firth) meets Patti 
(Nicole Kidman) on 
a European train, the 
chemistry instantly 
sizzles, “Before 
Sunrise”-style. They bond over transporta- 
tion and traveling. She almost immediately 
gets him to shave his mustache, holding her 
kisses hostage until he obliges. 

What the former nurse can’t get the man 
she soon marries to do, however, is open up 
about a traumatic past that sparks terrified 
visions and violent outbursts. In extended 
flashback sequences, “The Railway Man” 
shifts to the Far East in the early ’40s, when a 
younger Eric (Jeremy Irvine of “War Horse”) 
and his fellow English soldiers become 
WWII POWs and are forced to work on a 
railway between Thailand and what then was 
Burma. If this sounds familiar, it’s because 
the film, based on Lomax’s book of the same 
name, is based on a true story Director Jona- 
than Teplitzky renders wartime footage with 
reasonable credibility, showcasing the torture 
that made broken men out of leaders and 
lingered in Eric’s mind for decades without 
shoving our faces in agony 

Unfortunately as often is common with sto- 
ries like this, “The Railway Man” makes note 
only of the suffering endured by white faces — 
despite the participation and death of thou- 
sands of Asian railway workers. The film cares 
more about jumping between Eric’s difficult 
past and the present, when he shuts out his 
wife (who mostly disappears from the movie)

This leads to a relatively standard tracking 
down of a war criminal destined to be com- 
pletely regretful or resolutely evil— a thread 
seen in several films, including “X-Men: First 
Class”— and a discussion of forgiveness that 
softens the involuntary memories the film 
spends so much time explaining.
